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PREFACE. 



At the present time, when the puhlic attention is 
somewhat roused, and people are becoming sensible of 
the defects of the old system of education, and when 
any improTement is hailed with delight, instead of 
bmng regarded as an innovation, there are but few teach- 
ers, Slinking at all on the subject, who do not desire to 
avail themselves of the valuable suggestions which are 
from time to time thrown out, by aid df them to advancl9 
as much as possible the improvement of the pupils 
under their care, and to store their minds with &cts and 
ideas, instead of a jargon of words which are not under- 
stood, and to explain which no effort is made.> There 
are but few such persons, who, if a better plan were 
proposed, would make use of the old spelling books, 
for tiie purpose of teaching orthography, containing, as 
they do at the commencement, a numoer of sounds to 
which no idea can be attached, such as bi bo its hu,gri 
gro gr* aru, ^c. a»d afterwards columns of long words 
which the poor child is required to commit to memory. 

Some persons would say that the memory must be 
strengthened in youth, and that this is as good a plan 
for ejecting it as any other. That the fonner statement 
is true, no one can doubt, but is it not £ur better to give 
the child something which he can understand, some- 
thing to which he can attach an idea, and not a string 
of useless words wbidi have not the slightest connex' 
with each other ? 
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The compiler of the following little work has for 
many years been engaged in education^ and until he 
adopted his present plan, he has never been able to 
satisfy himself as to the best method for teaching or- 
thography. He presumes there can be no doubt that 
the eye is quite as good a judge of the correctness of 
orthography as the ear, and that in many cases it is 
even more to be depended upon. He has often noticed ,, 
persons when writing a letter, feeling some doubt as to 
the orthography of a particular word, write it down on 
another piece of paper in different ways, in order to de- 
termine by the eye which is the correct one. This he 
has particularly noticed as regards such words as can- 
ceive, believe, receive. This 9ien is surely a proof that 
we should not be guided altogether by the memory 
but that we should accustom ourselves to see and copy 
words which are correctly spelt, with a view to ascer- 
taining the orthography of them by our sight. 

The plan sometimes adopted is to -select portions 
firom the works of well known authors, and to require 
the pupils, not to write them from dictation, but to 
copy diem over and over again, till they are able 
to write every word correctly. Though this plan is 
good, still it appeared to the author, that some improve- 
ments might be adopted, and these he has endeavoured 
to embody in the present little work. One great objec- 
tion to the arrangement referred to is, that with what- 
ever judgment the passages may be selected, they do 
not contain exactly the words which are most aesi- 
rable. Writing from dictation is a practice much 
acted upon in some schools, but it appears inef- 
fective, inasmuch as if a pupil make several errors, the 
advantage gained by reqmring him to write over those 
words correctly ten or twenty times, does not counter- 
balance the injury done by allowing him to see the 
-vord as he has written it, with an error in the orthor 

aphy. The method adopted in Murray's exercises, . 



of giving to the pupils sentences containing ortho- 
graphicsu errors, which they are to correct^ is for the 
same reason considered injudicious. 

The plan pursued in this Httle work> is to hring to- 
gether all words which have the same sound, hut of 
which the orthography differs, and to compose a num- 
her of sentences wnich contain these words in their 
different senses. These are followed hy sentences con- 
taining words in which frequent errors are made, and 
words, which, though not often recurring, are of diffi- 
cult orthography. The teacher may divide the hook 
into as many portions as he pleases, and require the 
pupils to copy each one until they can write it cor- 
rectly from dictation, hefore they pass on to ^ another 
part. 

These sentences may he used for other purposes be- 
sides that of teaching orthography. They may be made 
subjects for parsing, or used as exercises in composition 
in various ways ; — either by reading the sentences to 
the pupils, omitting some words, and requiring that 
the olanks shall be filled up ; or by desiring the boys 
to express the idea contained in each sentence in other 
words. These cmd other exercises may be fonned upon 
them, so as to make the work as much as possible avail- 
able for the purposes of education.* 

Many words will be found printed in italics. It is 
to be understood that this arrangement has nothing to 
do with the sentences regarded as exercises in ortho- 
graphy ; but it is intended to render them more use- 
ful as exercises in composition, acting upon the first of 
the suggestions thrown out respecting it. A teacher, 
wishing to give his pupils practice in composition, will 
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* As a school book for exercise in English Composition, the 
author strongly recommends to general use, a work which he has 
for some time used with great success in his own school, entitled 
" Progressive Exercises in English Composition," by R. G. Par- 
ker, A. M. 
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read over the sentences^ omitting the words printed in 
italics^ and require his pupils to write them over^ filling 
up the hlanks thus left. It will he ohserred, that to- 
wards the latter part of the work, the numher of words 
marked to he omitted increases considerahly, thus ma- 
king the exercise more difficult 

The sentences have as far as possihle heen made to 
contain valuahle information, historical, hiographicai, 
mythological and scientific. 

Since these exercises were in the press, the author 
has met with a copy of Butter's Etymological Spelling 
hook, in which is an arrangement somewhat similar to 
that adopted here, excepting that instead of intro- 
ducing sentences containing words which have the same 
pronunciation hut a different orthography, such words 
are merely classified alphahetically, and their meanings 
attached to them. Butter's hook is recommended, as 
containing a very complete list of English words de- 
rived from Latin and Greek roots, classified according 
to their derivations.

collects at the bottoms of wells and mines, 

while the wpi^er parts are fceejrom it, and 

from its injurious effects it is called by the 

miners "choak damp." 

Carbonic acid gas is produced in all the common 
cases of combustion, and is likewise abun- 
dantly formed during the respiration of 
animals. 

Mount Ararat in Armenia, on which the ark 
rested after the deluge, is always covered 
with snow. 

The county of Armagh in Ireland is bounded on 
the north by Lough Neagh. 

Boadicea, queen of the Iceni, headed an army 
in the year 61 to ejcpel the Romans from 
Britain. Being defeated however, she is 
said to have destroyed herself by poison.

HLsr sgs* 
tern of the hearenly bodies trot not however 
that adopted hf Copernicus, uikteh is in- 
controvertibly the true one^ 

Stratford in Warwickshire^ the birth-^face and 
iimai-place of Shahspeare, stands on the 
river Avcm, which flows inta the Serem. 

Huygens o/^Holland W€is the first who explained 
the true relation between the length of a 
pendulum and the time of its vilffations, 
about the yeeir 1058. 

In the peninsular trar, Wellington besieged and 
took the toum of Badajoz in thenar 1812. 

At the battle of Bannockbum, in 1314, Edward 
the second, king oS England, was defeated 
by Robert Bruce. 

The principal produce of Barbadoes, one of the 
West Indian isleSy is sugar. 
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£dwaxd the first erected the castle at Beau- 
maris in the island of Anglesey. 

The Duke of Bridgewater was the first person 
who planned and completed the cutting of 
a navigable canal in England. By means 
of it, a water communication was opened 
between the river Mersey and Manchester. 
The work was executed imder the direction 
of John Brindley. 

Bencoolen is the chief establishment of the East 
India company in the island of Sumatra. 

On the great St. Bernard, one of the Alps, which 
is eleven thousand feet highy is a convent 
nearly eight thousand feet above the /eveZ 
of the sea, the ecclesiastics of which devote 
their time to the guidance and relief of 
travellers. 

Cartismandua wa^ a queen of the Brigantes in 
Britain, who betrayed Caractacus to the 
Romans when he Jled to her for protec- 
tion. 

The first person who introduced the art ot 
printing into England is said to be WUliajn 
Caxton, in the year 1471. 

Bethlehem is now a village in the pachalic of 
Damascus. It was the hixih-place oi 
David and of Christ. 

The great peninsula east of the bay o/* Bengal 
is called the Birman empire ; the capital 
of which is Ummerapoora. 
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Bombay, which belongs to Me East India com* 

pany, is in a small island on the w^estern 

coast of Hindostan. 
Major Denham and Captain Clapperton were 

the ^rst Ewopeans who visited Bomou, 

a kingdom of central Africa. 
The 'Bosphoms joins the sea of Marmora to the 

Euxine sea. 
The formation of the Liverpool and Manchester 

railway may be considered as forming an 

era in locomotion. 
The Duke of Buckingham, the favourite of 

Charles the first, was assassinated at Ports- 
mouth by a man named Felton. 
Richard the third was killed at the battle of 

Bosworth, and his body was conveyed to 

Leicester. 
The execution of Charles the first, in 1648, 

terminated for a time the struggle between 

monarchy and republicanism. 
Bourdeaux is a sea-port in France, on the river 

Garonne, from which 100,000 hogsheads 

of wine are annually exported. 
The Trinity of the Hindoos consists of Brama 

the creator, Vishnu the redeemer, and Seva 

the destroyer. 
Geoffrey Chaucer, who lived in the fourteenth 

century y may be considered a^ the father 

o/" English poetry. 
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At the beginoizig of the eighteenth century^ 
Brighton or Brighthelmstone was only a 
small fishing place. It has since been 
made an oceasional royal reMenee^ and is 
become the largest ioum in Sussex. 

The battle of Bunker's hill, in 1775, was the 
commencement of the hostilities between 
the United States and Britain, which ter- 
minated in the recognition of the indepen- 
dence of ihe former in 178S. 

The most ancient part of the city of Athens 
was built upon a rock called the Acropolis, 
and contained the m^t sumptuous build- 
ings with which Athens was adorned. 
The monuments ciMed the Elgin marbles 
formed part of the fragments of these edi- 
fices. 

Caernarvon in Wales is said to be the birth-> 
place of the British prophet Merlin. 

In Caernarvon castle, which stands on the 
Menai strait, Edward the second, the first 
prince of Wales, was bom. 

The existing monuments in Great Britain, which 
are supposed to be anterior to the Roman 
invasion of it, are classed under the general 
term Druidical or Celtic. 

Edward the third besieged Calais in the year 
!ld46, and reduced it by famine after re- 
maining before it for a year. 
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The French general Kleber was assassinated hy 
a Turk at Cairo in Egypt in the year 1800. 

Calcutta, the principal town in the dominions 
of the East India company y stands on the 
river Hoogly. 

Tlie Canaries, formerly called the Fortunate 
isles from their fertility, are of volcanic 
origin. 

Hie light and heat which the planet Mercury 
receives^rom the sun are about seren times 
grieater than the light and heat which the 
earth receives. 

Christopher Columbus discovered the West In-

The medical properties of Peruvian bark are 
found to depend upon the presence of a 
substance called quinine. 

The work for which archbishop Fenelon will 
long be remembered is his "Telemachus." 

One o/'the most extraordinary caverns known is 
FingaFs cave, in Staffa, one of the Hebrides. 
Its sides consist of ranges of basaltic 
columns. 

The cinnamon tree is the chief production of 
Ceylon. The inhabitants of this island 
are called Cingalese. 

Chili is an extensive country on the west of 
South America, in which the precious me- 
tals are very abundant. A large portion 
of it exhibits traces of volcanic explosions. 

China is bounded on the north by an immense 
wall, 1600 miles in length, 30 feet high, 
and 19 feet thick at the top.

Egypt has from the earliest periods of history 
been celebrated for its canals. 

In the vicinity of Dudley are mines ai coal, iron- 
stone and limestone. 

Edinburgh, the capital of Scotland, stands at 
the south o^the frith of Forth. 

A wind occasionally blows in Egypt called the 
simoom, which proves very destructive. 

At Elsinore, a Danish seaport on the Sound, all 
foreign vessels going into the Baltic sea 
pay a toU. 

The chief omameai of the dty of Ephesus was 
the gigantic temple of iheffoddess Diana. 

The monument ^London was designed by Sir 
Christopher Wren, and erected by order of 
parliament, in memory of the burning of 
the city in the year 1666, on the v^ry spot 
where the j^r^ began. 

The name Esquimaux is given to the inhabitants 
of the shores of the Arctic ocean. Their 
principal article of food is the fat of the 
seal, wluile and walrus. 



Combustion ^»€iy be described as the result of 
the combination of two or more bodies, at- 
tended with a disengagement of light and 
heat. 

Between the Euphrates and the Tigris lay the 
fertile fields o/^ Mesopotamia and the coun- 
try of the patriarchs. 

James the fourth of Scotland was killed in the 
battle of Flodden field. 

Florida is a peninsula on the north-east ofihe 
gulf of Mexico. It was ceded to the 
United States in the year 1821. 

The Mauritius, often called the isle ^France, 
is in the Indian ocean. 

The art of cutting and polishing the diamond 
was unknown in Europe till the fifteenth 
centiuy. Before that period, rough and 
unpolished diamonds were set as ornaments, 
and valued according to the beauty and per- 
fection of their crystallization and trans- 
parency. 

Frankfort is a large commercial town on the n- 
ver Maine, about twenty mil^s from its 
junction with tlie Rhine. 

Funen is an island which forms part of the 
kingdom of Denmark, between the greater 
and the lesser Belt. 
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The Ganges is a laxge rif>er in India, rising in 
the Himalaya mountains, and running into 
the hay of Bengal.

The venerable Milton, who lived in the seven* 
teenth century, composed his immortal 
poems ^^ParacBse lost" and "Paradise re- 
gained** after he h^ad lost his eyesight. 
Rockets may be regarded cts the grand basis of 
all pyrotechnical exhibitions, which are 
little more than modifications of their form 
and of the materials of which they usually 
consist. 
In consequence o£ its extensive manufactures, 
Glasgow is become the largest city in Scot- 
land. 
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Golconda (now called Hyderabad) is a province 
in Hindostan celebrated for its diamond 

mines. 

Gottingen is a town in Hanover, where a uni- 
versity was established hy George the 
second. 

^^The main-spring of a, watch consists o/^ a flex- 
ible plate of steel, wound round a small 
axis, which is effected by the key, and its 
subsequent ejfort to uncoil itself becomes 
the maintaining power. ^^ 

Greenwich is a town in Kent, on the banks of 
the Thames, celebrated for its extensive 
hospital for the reception of aged and dis- 
abled seamen. 

The island of Guernsey is still governed by the 
ancient feudal Norman lawsj and is not 
affected by the general acts of the British 
legislature, unless specifically named. 

Guinea, comprising a great extent of the western 
coast of Africa, is divided into four parts, 
the Grain, Ivory, Gold and Slave coast. 

Hamburgh is a large commercial city in Ger- 
many, situated on the river Elbe, at about 
eighty miles from its mouth. 

Hayti, or St. Domingo, wa^ the scene of the 
first independent empire founded by Afii- 
can slaves y in the year 1801. ' 
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Iceland is remarkable for Hecla, a volcanic 
mountain f and Jbr its springs of boiling 
tcater called Geysers. 

The first person who ascended by means of a 
fire balloon was Montgolfier, a French- 
man. 

The island of St. Helena presents to the sea, 
throughout its whole circuit, an immense 
wall of perpendicular rocky from 600 to 
1200 feet highy with only four openings. 
For this reason it was chosen as the place 
of exile ^r Napoleon Bonaparte. 

Herculaneum was destroyed by an eruption of 
mount Vesuvius in the year 79, and after 
being completely buried, so that its site 
was entirely lost, it was accidently dis- 
covered in 1711. 

Holyhead is a seaport on the west of Anglesey 
firom whence the mail packets go to Dublin 
daily. 

The Hoogly is the only branch of the Ganges 
which is navigable by large vessels, and 
upon it stands the port of Calcutta. 

Cape Horn is a promontory on the southern 
side of the island of Terra del Fuego. 

The last a^t of Lord Nelson's life was the de- 
feat of the French and Spanish fleets off 
cape Trafalgar, in the year 1805, when he 
was killed m tlie engagement. 
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Charles the Gtsittas imprisoned in CAriftbcooJoe 
castle in the isle of Wight 

The island of Jamaica is the most Falu^ble of 
the British passessioM in the West Indies. 
Its most important productions are sugar, 
indigo and coffee. 

Kamschatka is a large peninsula an the north- 
east ^Asia. 

The art of engraving 4m copper was in^^nted 
in Europe, in the first half ^ the fifteenth 
century. 

Kentucky is one of the United States of Ame- 
rica. It farmed part of the state of Vir- 
ginia tiU the year 17d0, when it was ad- 
mitted into the union as an independent 
state. 

The river St. Lawrence is the stream hy which 
the waters of the great laJces^ Superior, 
Huron, Michigan, Erie and Ontario, are 
poured into the ocean. 

Twice a year a large book fair is held at Leipsic 
in Germany. 

Liberia is the ruime of a colony of firee Uacksj 
established in 1824 on the western coast 
of Afiica, by the North American coIoni-| 
zation society. 

Sir Isaac Newton was the first who discovered 
the principle upon which the heavenly 
bodies are retained in their orbits*

Manchester /orm* the centre of the cotton trade 
in England, and tmth the exception of 
London is the largest towUy in point of 
population, wealth and industry. 

Marseilles, in the south of France, is an ancient 
cityy having been founded 600 years before 
the Christian era. It was formerly called 

Massilia. 

William Penn, a member of the society ofFriends, 
having a grant of land made to' him in 
North America, called it Pennsylvania, and 
founded in it the city of Philadelphia. 

Peter the great, wishing to establish a navy /or 
. Russia, worked in disguise in Holland as 
a mechanic, in order to learn the art of 
ship-building. 

Thefounder of the American independence was 
George Washington. 

The principal commodities exported/row Mary- 
land, one of the United States of America, 
are flour and tobacco. 

Massachusetts has a moT% numerous shipping 
than any other state in the union. The in- 
habitants are much engaged in the whale, 
cod and mackerel fisheries. 
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The Mediterranean sea is almost exempt from 
tides J the rise axid/all of the water rarely 
exceeding two feet. 

Mexico was first discovered by Balboa, and the 
conquest ^it was undertaken by Ferdi- 
nand Cortes in the year 1518. 

The Mississippi is a large river of North Ame- 
rica, which falls into the gulf of Mexico. 
It is about 3000 miles in lengthy not in- 
cluding the Missouri, a large river which 
runs into it. 

The glaciers are vast Jields of ice extending 
from the declivities of the mountains down 
en^o the vallies. 

Morocco t$ a large kingdom in the north of 
Africa, forming one of the Barbary states. 
The inland commerce of this country is car- 
ried on almost entirely by means of camels. 

Moscow was the ancient capital o/* Russia, and 
the imperial residence, till Peter the great 
founded the city of St. Petersburgh. 

Naples is delightfully situated on the margin of 
a majestic bay, with the volcanic moun- 
tain Vesuvius at a short distance firom it. 

Wicklifie was the originator of the reformation 
in England, and his followers were termed 
Wickliffites or Lollards. 

Newfoimdland is an island on the eastern coast 
of North America, and was discovered by 

M 2 
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Sebastian Cabot, in the year 1497. The 
island' has always been celebrated for the 
cod Jisheryj which ha>s been carried on 
upon its shores and banks. 

The guillotine is the common instrument -wiih 
which capital punishment is inflicted in 
France. 

New York, the largest city in the United states^ 
is situated on the river Hudson, near its 
mouth. 

The falls of Niagara are between lakes Erie and 
Ontario. The perpendicular descent of the 
water at the great/a// is 160 feet. 

Norway is divided from Sweden by the Dofre- 
field mountains. There are immense forests 
in these coxmtne^jdJkdiYery productive mines, 
of lead, iron, copper and other minerals. 

The Hong merchants are a body oifrom eight 
to twelve Chinese merchants at Canton, 
who alone have the privilege of trading 
with Europeans, and they are held respon- 
sible for the conduct of the Europeans with 
whom they deal. 

Oporto is a large seaport in Portugal, on the 
river Donxo, famous ioT '\\j& export o/" Port 
wine. 

Otaheite is one of a group oiislands in the South 
sea^ called the Society isles. Here the 
missionaries have met with great success 
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in educating ihe natives^ and in spreading 
Christiaidty among them. 

Paris, the capital of France, stands on the river 
Seine. The last great political event of 
which this city became the theatre was the 
revolution of 1830, which ended in the de- 
thronement of Charles the tenth and the 
elevation of Louis Philippe to the throne. 

Plymouth is a seaport in the south o/* England. 
The ships in the bay being exposed to in- 
jury from the swell of the Atlantic ocean, 
an immense wall has been constructed 
under water, across ihe mouth of it, called 
a breakwater. 
Poitiers is an ancient city in France, celebrated 
as the scene of a battle between Edward 
the BlsLck Prince and king John o/" France, 
in the year 1356. 
Horticulture includes, in its most extensive sig- 
nification, the cultivation of esculent vege- 
tables, firuits, and ornamental plants, and 
the formation and management of rural 
scenery, for the purposes of utility and em- 
bellishment. 
Cardinal Wolsey wase^ favourite of Henry the 
eighth who was raised by degrees from a low 
station in life to the chancellorship ; ^^ how- 
ever afterwards j^// into disgrace, and died 
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on his road from York, whence he was 
summoned to take his trial for high treason. 

The noblest specimen of the art of Sir Christo- 
pher Wren is St. Paul's cathedral in 
London. 

The final partition of Poland, between Russia, 
Prussia and Austria, took place in the 
year 1792. 

The Pyrenees form a chain of mountains be- 
tween France and Spain, and they extend 
Jrom the bay of Biscay to the Mediterra- 
nean sea. 

The Rhine and the Rhone are two large rivers, 
both rising in the Alps, but the former 
Jlowing northward into the German sea^ 
and the latter southward into the Mediter- 
ranean sea. 

The hurricanes of the temperate zones move 
with a velocity of about 60 feet in a 
second; those of the torrid zone moye/rom 
150 to 300 feet in the same time. 

By hydraulics is meant that branch of hydrody- 
namics, which has for its obfect the iures- 
tigation of the motions of liquids, the 
means by which they are produced, the 
laws by which they are regulated, and the 
force or effect whioh they exert against 
themselves or against solid bodies. 
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Home, formerly the mistress of the world, con- 
taining more than 2,000,000 o{ inhabitants y 
has dwindled into 'sl city with a population 
of not more than 140,000. It is now the 
capital of the states of the church. The 
finest ecclesiastical building in it is St. 
Peter's, and the principal of the pontifical 
palaces is the Vatican. 

Joan of Arc, who pretended that she had a 
divine commission, and placing herself dX 
the head of the French army, obliged the 
English to raise the siege of Orleans, after- 
wards^// into the hands of the duke of 
Bedford, in the reign of Henry the sixth, and 
wa^s burnt in the vadiXkeX place of Rouen, a 
manufacturing town at the mouth of the ri- 
ver Seine. 

The most remote of all the planets is the Geor- 
gium sidus, or Uranus, which was dis- 
covered by Dr. Herschel in the year 1781. 

On Salisbury plain, in Wiltshire, is the cele- 
brated Stonehenge, supposed to be the re- 
mains otan ancient Druidical temple. 

Seringapatam was the capital of the district 
called the Mysore, in India. It wa^ stormed 
and taken by British troops in the year 
1799, and Tippoo Saib, the sultan, was 
killed in the engagement. 

Hydrostatics is the science which treats of the 
weight pressure and equilibrium q/*fluids. 
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Sheffield is a considerable town in Yorkshire, 
where an extensive manufactory of cutlery 
and plated goods is carried on. 

The principal trade of Shields, a totem in 
Northumberland, ob the river Tyne, con- 
sists in the exportation of coal to London 
and otk^r parts of Britain. 

At the battle of Shrewsbury, which w^sfougth 
in the year 1403, Henry Percy, surnamed 
Hotspur, son of the earl of Northumber- 
land, wa^ killed. Henry the Fourth led the 
troops on the other side, 

Siberia, a large extent of country in the north 
of Asia, was added to the Russian domi- 
- nions towards the close of the sixteenth 
century. 

The British have for a long time maintained a 
colony at Sierra Leone, on the west of Afri. 
CQ.jfor free blacks, but the unhealthiness of 
the climate ha>s been a great check to t7* 
advance. 

lithography is the ar^ of taking impressions 
from drawings or writing on stone without 
engraving. 

Bemadotte the present king of Sweden wa>s one 
of Napoleon's generals^ and A^ is the only 
one of the sovereigns created by him trAo 
still retains power. 

Most kinds of mechanism, both natural and ar- 
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tificial, which assist locomotion, are ar- 
rangements for obviating the effects of 
gravity and friction. 

Switzerland has always been remarkable ybr its 
successful struggles in the cause of civil 
and religious liberty. 

If the north pole of a magnetized bar he pre- 
sented to a similar pole of another bar, it 
vnll be repelled or driven away from it ; 
but if on the contrary^ two opposite polea 
be presented towards each other, they will 
be attracted. 

Tartary is an extensive country in Asia, the 
people of which, for the most part, had a 
roving and predatory life. IQian is the 
name applied to their princes. 

Nacre or mother-of-pearl is the inner part 
of the shell ^the pearl muscle. 

The business of oratory is to teach us to speak 
well, whichy as Cicrero illustrates it, is to 
speak justly, methodically, floridly and co- 
piously. 

The Peak o/'Teneriffe, one of the Canary is- 
lands, rises 7000 {eet above the level of the 
plain. 

A petrified substance, strictly speaking, is no- 
thing more than a skeleton, or perhaps 
image, o/'a body which has once had life, 
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either animal or vegetable, combined tvtth 
some mineral. 

Until the discovery of the passage to India by 
the cape of Good Hope, Venice was im- 
menselj opulent by engrossing most of the 
trade to the east. 

"Etveij change of the nerves, produced hy heat, 
cold, roughness, smoothness, weight, mois- 
ture, or body, is commonly called feeling. 

Washington is the seat of government and the 
metropolis of the United States of Ame- 
rica. 

Platina is a metal oi considerable value, from 
its hardness, its infiisibility, and not being 
liable to be acted upon by the greater num- 
ber of chemical agents. 

Abydos was a town in Egypt, where was the 
famous temple of Osiris. 

Acestes, the king of a part of Sicily, assisted 
Priam in the Trojan war, kindly ew/^r- 
tainedMinQdiA during his voyage, and helped 
him to bury his father on mount Eryx in 
Sicily. 

Homer called the river Acheron in Epirus one 
of the rivers of hell,yr<wn the dead appear- 
ance of its waters, and the fable wa>s 
adopted by all succeeding poets. 

Achilles, the son of Peleus and Thetis, the 
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bravest of the Greeks in the Trojan war, 
was plunged hy his mother in the river 
Styx, by which means she made every part 
invulnerable, excepting the heel, by which 
she held him. His education wa^ entrusted 
to the Centaur Chiron. Achilles was killed 
hy Paris, who shot him with an arrow in 
the heel. 

The MAileswere Roman magistrates, who had 
the care ofzll buildings, baths and aque- 
ducts, and they examined the weights and 
measures, that wo^^m^ might be sold with- 
out its due value. 

When iEneas was driven on the coast of Afnca, 
Dido,queen o/'Carthage, being enamoured of 
hiniy wished to marry him^ but he /^'Car- 
thage by order of the Gods. In his voy- 
age he was driven to Sicily, andyrom thence 
he passed to Cumae, where the Sibyl con- 
ducted him to the infernal regions^ that he 
might hear from his father \]xg fates which 
attended him and all his posterity. 

iEolus reigned over iEolia, and because he is 
said to have invented sails and to have 
studied astronomy, the poets have called 
him the god of the winds. 

iEschines was an Athenian orator, z£;Ao flourished 
about 342 B. C. and distinguished himself 
by his rivalship with Demosthenes. 
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To iEsculapius, the god of medicine, serpents 
were move particularly scared, not on/y as 
the ancient phy&icians used them in their 
prescriptions^but because they were the sym- 
bols ^prudence and foresight, so necessary 
in the medical profession. 

When Helen was stolen by Paris, Agamemnon 
was elected commander in chief of the 
Grecian forces going against Troy. 

Agesilaus, king o/* Sparta, was a« fond of so- 
briety as of military discipline, and when 
he went, in his eightieth year, to assist 
Tachus, king ^ Egypt, the servants of the 
monarch could hardly be persuaded that 
the Lacedaemonian general was eating with 
his soldiers on the ground, bareheaded, and 
without any thing to repose upon. 

-4/if^^ the death ^Achilles, Ajax and Ulysses 
disputed their claim to the arms of the 
dead hero. 

Alcibiades, the Athenian general, is known to us 
as a hero, who to the principles of the de- 
bauchee added the intelligence and saga- 
city of the statesman, the cool intrepidity 
of the general, and the humanity of the 
philosopher. Phamabazus was prevailed 
upon by Lysander, the Spartan general, 
to murder hiniy and he sent two servants, 
who set fire to the cottage where he was, 
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and killed him with darts as he attempted 
to make his escape. 

Alexander, son of Philip king of Macedon, 
murdered at a banquet hi^ friend Clitus, 
who had onee saved his life in a battle, 
because he enlarged upon the virtues and 
exploits of Philip, and pre/erred them to 
those of his son. 

Hamilcar, the Carthaginian ^en^a/, formed the 
plan of an invasion ^Italy by crossing the 
Alps, which his son Hannibal afterwards 
carried into execution. 

The temple of Jupiter Ammon wasin the deserts 
of Libya, nine days' journey from Alex- 
andria. 

When Troy was taken by t?ie Greeks, Anchises 
was become so infirm, that his son i£neas 
carried him through the flames upon his 
shoulders, and thus saved his life. 

When iEsculapius had been killed udth the 
thunders of Jupiter for raising the elead to 
life, Apollo in his resentment killed the 
Cyclops who had fabricated the thunder- 
bolts, for which act he was banished from 
heaven by Jupiter and deprived of his 
dignity. Apollo was the god of all the^ne 
arts, of medicine, music, poetry and elo- 
quence, of all which he was deemed the 
inventor. 
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Argo was the name of the famoas ship whicb 
carried Jason and his fifty four companions 
called Argonauts, to Colchis, wfien they 
resolved to recover the golden fleece. 

As Argus hcLd a hundred eyes, of which only 
two were asleep at one time^ Juno set him 
to watch lo, whom Jupiter had changed 
into a heifer, but Mercury, by order of Ju- 
piter, slew Am, by lulling all his eyes 
asleep with the sound of his lyre. 

Aristides wa.s a celebrated Athenian, son of 
Lysimachus, whose great temperance aod 
virtue procured him the name of Just 
He was rival to Themistocles, by whose 
influence he was banished for ten years, 
but be/ore six years of his exile had elap- 
sed, he was recalled by the Athenians. 

Ascanius behaved with great valour in the war 
which his father ^neas carried on against 
the Latins, and succeeded him in the Idng- 
dom of Latinus ; he built Alba, to which 
he transferred the seat of his empire from 
Lavinium. 

The festivals o/* Bacchus, the god of wine, gen- 
erally called Orgies, Bacchanalia or Dio- 
nysia, were introduced into Greece firom 
Egypt by Danaus and his daughters. 

Bellona, the goddess of wax ^ prepared the cha- 
riot of Mars when he went to combat, and 
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appeared in battles armed tenth a whip to 
animate the combatants^ and tenth dis- 
hevelled hair. 
Cadmus, te?ho founded the city of Thebes, is 
said to have been the first te?ho introduced 
the alphabet into Greece. 
Julius Caesar, Pompey and Crassus farmed the 
first triumvirate at Rome. The second 
and last consisted of Augustus CsBsar, An- 
tony and Lepidus. 
When Ulysses te;as wrecked on the island of 
Ogygia, Calypso received him with great 
hospitality, and offered him immortality if 
he would remain with her as her husband. 
The hero refused, and eifter seven years* 
delay, he tvas permitted to depart firom the 
island, by order of Mercury the messenger 
of Jupiter. 
When Cambyses, king of Persia, ttdshed to 
take Pelusium, he placed at the head of 
his array a number of cats and dogs ; and 
the Egyptians refiising, in the attempt to 
defend themselves, to kill animals tvhich 
they reverenced as divinities, became an 
easy prey to their enemies. 
Lucius Furius Camillus, having been banished 
from Rome, was elected dictator, when 
Brennus at the head of the Gauls tvas 
besieging it, and forgetting the conduct of 
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his countrymen to him, he tnarched to the 
relief of the city and delivered it from the 

Jupiter permitted Castor to share the immor- 
tality of hi8 brother Pollux, and conse- 
quently, as long as the one was alive, so 
long the other was detained in the infernal 
regions, living and dying alternately. 

Cataline was a noble Itoman, whoy having 
squandered away his fortune, and been 
disappointed of the consulship, farmed a 
conspiracy to destroy the state, which was 
discovered and crushed by the exertions 
of the consul Cicero. 

Cecrops was an Egyptian who founded Athens. 
He taught his subjects to cultivate the 
olive, and instructed them to regard the 
goddess Minerva as the watchfiil patroness 
of the city. It is said that he was the first 
who raised an altar to Jupiter in Greece, 
and offered him sacrifices. 

The battle of the Centaurs, who are described 
as having been half men and half horses, 
with the Lapithse, dk people of Thessaly, is 
famous in ancient mythology, and is ele- 
gantly described by the poet Ovid. 

Cerberus was a dog belonging to Pluto, stationed 
at the entrance into hell, as a watch, to 
prevent the living firom entering the infemal 
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regions, and the dead from escaping out 
of It. 

Ceres, the goddess o/* com and o^ harvests, was 
daughter of Saturn and Vesta. She is con- 
sidered to be the same a^ the Isis of the 
Egyptians, and it is said that her worship 
was first brought into Greece JyErechtheus. 

Charon wa^ a god of the infernal regions, son of 
Erebus and Nox, who conducted the souls 
of the dead in a boat over the rivers Styx 
and Acheron, and received an obolusybr his 
trouble firom each. 

Cleopatra, queen ^ Egypt, who married Marc 
Antony, destroyed herself by the bite of an 
asp. 

The war which has received the name of the 
Corinthian war^ because the battles were 
fought in the neighbourhood of Corinth, 
was begun B.C. 396, by the combination of 
the Athenians, Thebans, Corinthians and 
Argives, against Lacedaemon. 

A wide gap having opened in the forum of 
Rome, and th^ oracle having declared that 
it would not close until the most precious 
thing in the city should be thrown into it, 
Marcus Curtius armed himself mounted 
his horse, and solemnly threw himself into 
the gulf which instantly closed over his 
head. 
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The Romans were particularly superstttioos in 
annually washing on the 6th day of the 
calends of April, the shzine of the goddess 
Cybele, in the waters of the river Almon. 

The Cyclops were a gigantic rctce of men who 
inhabited the western parts of Sicily. From 
their vicinity to mount Etna, they luive 
been supposed to he the workmen of Vul- 
can, and to Iiave fabricated the thunder- 
bolts of Jupiter. 

Cyrus, king of Persia, uhm killed by the hand of 
his brother Artaxerxes at the battle of 
Cunaxa. 

The flight of Daedalus from Crete with wings 
is explainedj by observing that he was the 
inventor of sails, which in his age might 
pass at a distance /or wings; 

When Daphne wa^ pursued by Apollo, fearful 
of being caught, she entreated the assist- 
ance of the gods, who changed her into a 
laurel. Apollo afterwards crowned his 
Itead with the leaves of this tree, and or- 
dered that it should b^ held sacred to his 
divinity. 

The decemviri tvere ten magistrates among the 
Romans, whose power and authority were 
absolute^ 

Delphi, a town in Phocis, was celebrated for 
the oracle of Apollo, the most famous in 
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Greece. The answers were delivered by a 
priestess called the Pythia. 

Deucalion and Pyrrha, the only persons who 
according to the heathen mythology sur- 
vived the deluge, repeopled the earth by 
throwing stones over their heads, which 
were immediately cont^^^^c^ into men and 
women. 

Diana, being the goddess of hunting, is repre- 
sented with a bent iotr'and quiver, and 
attended with dogs, and sometimes drawn 
in a chariot by two white stags. 

Herodotus relates that two black doves took 
their flight from the city of Thebes in 
Egypt, one of which flew to the temple of 
Jupiter Ammon, and the other to Dodona 
in Greece, where with a human voice they 
acquainted the inhabitants of the country, 
that Jupiter had consecrated the ground, 
which in future would give oracles. 

Draco was a celebrated lawgiver of Athens. By 
his code, idleness was punished with as 
much severity as murder, and when asked 
why he was so severe in his punishments^ 
he replied that the smallest transgression 
appeared to him to deserve death, and he 
could not find any gcQdXei punishTnent for 
more atrocious crimes. 

N 
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Epaminondas, at the head of the Theban army^ 
defeated the Spartans at the celebrated 
battle of Leuctra, about 371 years B. C. 

Euripides tiHis a celebrated tragic poet, bom at 
Salamis, on the day on which the army of 
Xerxes was defeated hy the Greeks. 

Orpheus was so disconsolate at the death of his 
wife Eurydice, that he ventured to go to 
hell, where^ by the melody of his lyre, he 
obtained from Pluto the restoration of his 
wife to life, provided he did not look be- 
hind him before he reached the earth. He 
violated ihe condition^ and Eurydice wm 
for ever taken from him. 

When the physician of Pyrrhus, the king of 
Epirus, made an offer to Fabricius, the 
Roman general, to poison his royal master 
for a reward, the latter re/used the proposal, 
. and sent the physician back to Pyrrhus, 
informing him at the same time of the 
treachery. 

Hercules, the celebrated hero, was the son of 
Jupiter and Alcmena. It was said, t?iat be- 
fore he completed his eighth month, Juno, 
being inflamed by jealousy, sent two snakes 
to devour himy when the child, not terrified 
at the sight of the serpents, boldly seized 
them in his hands, and squeezed them to 
death. 
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The same goddess was called Luna in heaven, 
Diana on earth, and Hecate or Proserpine 
in hell. 

Hippocrates, the celebrated physician of Cos, 
one of the Cyclades, delivered Athens /row 
a dreadful pestilence at the beginning of 
the Peloponnesian war, and for his services 
was publicly rewarded with a golden crown, 
the privileges of a citizen of Athens, and 
the initiation at the grand festivals. 

As Apollo, who was entrusted with the educa- 
tion of Hyacinthus, was once playing at 
quoits with his pupil, Zephyrus blew the 
quoit, as soon as it was thrown by Apollo, 
upon the head of Hyacinthus, who was 
billed by the blow. 

In religious ceremonies, the name o/* Janus was 
always invoked first, becatise he presided 
over all gates and avenues, and it was only 
through him that prayers could reach the 
immortal gods. The gates of his temples 
were open during the time of war, and shut 
in time of peace. 

Idomeneus, king of Crete, made a vow to Nep- 
tune, in a dangerous tempest, that if he 
escaped, he would offer to the ^oc^ whatever 
living creature should first meet his sight on 
the Cretan shore. This was no other than 
his son, whom he accordingly sacrificed. 
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Jupiter punished Juno for the cruelties which 
she exercised upon his son Hercules, by 
suspending her from the heavens by a 
golden chaiUj and tying a heavy anvil to 
her feet. Vulcan was punished for assist- 
ing his mother in this degrading situation, 
and he was kicked down from heaven by 
bis father, and broke his leg by the fall- 
Vulcan fell on the island o/*Lemnos, which 
was from that time considered a^ sacred to 
him* 

Lycaon wa^ changed into a wolf by Jupiter, 
because he offered human victims on the 
altars of the god Pan. 

To commemorate the immortal victory of their 
countrymen at Marathon, the Greeks raised 
small columns, with the names of the fallen 
heroes inscribed upon them. 

Mars, the god of war, wa^ generally represented 
by the naked figure of an old man, armed 
with a helmet, a pike and a shield. 

According to ApoUodorus, the Gorgons, Medusa 
and her two sisters, came into the world 
with snakes on their heads instead of hair, 
with yellow wings, and brazen hands. 
Their bodies were also covered unth im- 
penetrable scales, and their very looks had 
the power of killing or turning to stones. 
Perseus rendered his name immortal by 
the conquest of Medusa. 
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Memphis was a celebrated town in Egypt, on 
the western banks of the Nile, above the 
delta. It once contained many beautiful 
temples, particularly those of the god Apis, 
whose worship was observed with the great- 
est ceremonies. 

By the artifice and advice of Ulysses, Helen 
was permitted to choose a husband, and 
shejiared upon Menelaus, and married Am, 
after Aer numerous suitors had bound them- 
selves by an oath to defend her. 

Mercury was the messenger of the gods^ and of 
Jupiter in particular ; he was the patron 
of travellers and of shepherds; he con- 
ducted the souls of the dead into the in- 
fernal regions ydJiA not only presided over 
orators and merchants, but he was also the 
god of thieves, pickpockets and all dishon- 
est persons. 

Midas had the imprudence to maintain that 
Pan was superior to Apollo in singing and 
playing upon the flute, for which rash 
opinion, the offended god changed his ears 
into those of an ass, to show his ignorance 
and stupidity. 

Miltiades, the Athenian, tra« present at the bat- 
tle of Marathon, in which all the chief 
officers ceded their power to Aim, and left 

n2 
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the event of the battle to depend upon his 
superior abilities, 

Minerva, the goddess of wisdom, war, and all 
the liberal arts, sprang armed and fall 
groum from the brain oj^ Jupiter, trAo com- 
manded Vulcan to cleave his skull open, 
to let her out. 

The justice and moderation of Minos, king of 
Crete, procured him the appellation of the 
favourite of the gods, the confidant of 
Jupiter, the wise legislator, in every city of 
Greece; and according to the poets, he 
was after death rewarded for his equity, 
with the office of supreme and absolute 
judge in the infernal regions, 

Momus, the god of pleasantry among the an- 
cients, was continually employed in satiri- 
zing the gods, and whatever they did was 
freely turned by him into ridicule. 

Neptune, the son of Saturn and Ops, and brother 
to Jupiter, Pluto and Juno, shared with his 
brothers the empire of his father, and re- 
ceived as his portion the kingdom of the 
sea. He was generally represented with a 
trident in hi« hand^ sitting in a chariot 
made of a shell, and drawn by sea-horses 
or dolphins. 

Nero, emperor of Rome, having heard of the 
burning of Troy, and wishing to see a simi- 
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lax conflagration, in order to gratify his 
desire, ordered the city to be set on fire in 
different places at the same timcy he him- 
self sitting on a high tower to watch the 
progress of the flames. 

Ninns founded the Assyrian monarchy, of 
which he was the first sovereign, B.C. 
2059. At his death he left the care. of the 
kingdom to his wife Semiramis, by whose 
means Babylon became the most superb 
and magnificent city in the world. 

The ancients supposed that the top of motmt 
Olympus reached to heaven, and from 
that circumstance they placed the residence 
of the gods thercy and made it the coiui, of 
Jupiter. 

The Tarced toere powerful goddesses^ who pre- 
sided over the hirih and life of mankind. 
Clotho, the youngest of the AsXj&r^, presided 
over the moment in which men are bom, 
and held a distaff in her hand ; Lachesis 
spun out all the events and actions of our 
life ; and Atropos, the eldest of the three, 
cut the thread of human life with a pair 
of scissors. 

Pegasus W€LS a winged horse, which sprang 
from the blood of Medusa, when Perseus 
cif^ 0^ her head. 
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It UHU to the valour and prudence of Pelopidas 
and Epaminondas, that the Thebans owed 
the success of the battle of Leuctra, B. C 
371, w/ien they fought against the Spar- 
tans under their king Cleombrotus. 

He marriage of Penelope with Ulysses was 
celebrated about the same time that M e- 
nelaus married H^en, and she retired 
with her husband to Ithaca, against the 
inclination of her father, who wished to 
detain her at Sparta, her native coimtry. 

Phaeton, having obtained permission yr(WK his 
father Phoebus to drive the chariot of the 
sun for one day, wa^ unable to manage the 
horses, when Jupiter, to prevent the mis- 
chief which would ensue from their getting 
out of the proper tracks struck the driver 
with orte of his thunderbolts, and hurled 
him headlong from heaven into the river 
Po. 

Prometheus stole (aefrom heaven to animate a 
being which he had made. He was after- 
wards cJvained to a rock, where a vulture 
fed upon his liver, which was never dimi- 
nished, though continually devoured. From 
this situation he was released by Hercules, 
who killed the bird of prey. 
Proserpine wa^ a daughter o/* Jupiter and Ceres. 
She was carried away by Pluto into the 
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infernal regions^ of which she became the 
queen. 

Pygmalion was king of Tyre, and brother to the 
celebrated 'DiAo^who founded Carthage. He 
murdered Sichaeus, Dido's husband, because 
he was the most powerful and opulent of 
all the Phoenicians, but she fled with his 
treasures^ and established a colony on the 
coast of Africa. 

When Regulus, the Roman general^ had been 
taken ' prisoner by the Carthaginians, and 
they sent him to Rome to propose an ac- 
commodation and an exchange oi prisoners, 
having bound him by solemn oaths to re- 
turn if unsuccessful^ he dissuaded his 
countrymen from accepting the terms pro- 
posed, and then retired to Carthage, in con- 
formity with his engagements. He was 
afterwards put to death by being confined 
in a hsLrrel Jilled with, iron spikes. 
When the walls of the city of Rome were being 
built, Romulus and Remus having quarrel- 
led about them, the latter was killed by his 
brother. 
Seneca was a distinguished moral philosopher, 
who, having incurred the displeasure of 
Nero, teas commanded by the tyrant to de- 
stroy himself, which he did, by opening ^ 
vein in a hot bath, and by drinking poif 
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After his death, Sisyphus was condemned in the 
infernal regions y to roll to the top qfa hill 
a large stone, which had no sooner reached 
the summit than it fell back into the plain, 
and thus rendered his punishment eternal. 

The philosopher Socrates, who rejected the 
heathen mythology ^ and professed his be- 
lief in the immortality of the soul, was ac- 
cused of corrupting the Athenian youth, 
of making innovations iii the religion of the 
Greeks, and of ridiculing the many gods 
whom the Athenians worshipped. The de- 
fence which he made upon his trial ex- 
asperated his judges to the highest degree, 
and he was condemf,ed to drink the juice 
of hemlock. 

After having devoted part of his time to philo- 
sophical and political studies, Solon tra- 
velled over the greater joar^ of Greece ; hut 
at his xeixxm home,hQ was distressed with 
the dissensions which he found existing 
among his countrymen. All fixed their 
eyes upon him as their deliverer, and he 
was unanimously elected archon and sove- 
reign legislator. He might have become 
absolute, but he refused the dangerous of- 
Jlce of king of Athens, and in the capacity 
of lawgiver he began to make a reform in 
every department. 
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Tacitus, the Roman historian, wrote a treatise 
on the manners of the Germans, a compo- 
sition admired for the fidelity and exact- 
ness toith which it is executed. 

Tantalus is represented by the ancient poets, as 
punished in hell with an insatiable thirst, 
and placed up to the chin in the midst of 
a pool of watery which however flowed 
away as soon a^ he attempted to taste it. 

Telemachus, the son of Ulysses and Penelope, 
was accompanied in his visit to Nestor and 
Menelaus, by the goddess of wisdom, under 
the form <?/' Mentor. 

The battle of Salamis, B. C. 480, between the 
Greeks and Persians, was decisive. The 
Greeks obtained the victory, and Themis- 
tocles the honour of having destroyed the 
formidable navy <^ Xerxes. 

Xenophon, the philosopher and hisioriBXijWas an 
Athenian, and was distinguished, not only 
for his literary acquirementSy but also as a 
general at the head of an army, as he ably 
conducted the retreat of the ten thousand 
Greeks after the battle of Cunaxa. 

Venus, one of the most celebrated deities of the 
ancients, was the goddess of love and 
beauty. She was believed to have sprung 
from the froth of the sea, and became the 
wife of Vulcan. 
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During the Peloponnesian war^ Thucydides wj 
commissioned by his countrymen to relies 
Amphipolis, but being unsuccessful in tl 
etpedition^ he was banished from Athen 
During his exile, he began to write an in 
partial history of the important ^ven 
which had happened during his admini 
tration, and which still continued to agito^ 
the several states of Greece.
